Beaver,.otter, fox 
of several varieties, lynx, fisher, mink, + — 
marten, badger, raccoon, muskrat, _ 
squirrel, contributed then as now. The f 
sea otter and the,beaver are notable «= 
examples of changed conditions, The (— 
former is now practically extinct while 
the beaver occupies no longer its tra- 
ditional prominence. 

For centuries the beaver was the 
fit emblem of the fur trade. Legends 
of Indian tribes gives it superhuman 
powers; its pelt was used as a peace 
token. Large offerings of these, as 
“The Jesuit Relations” attest, alone 
made possible -the building of many — 
early churches. Beaver skins, too, 
were the currency of trade and from 
the records of their barter we may — 
appraise the volume and profits of 
early trading in furs. 

TREMENDOUS TRADE : 

As pee as habe Pre tren Pi 
trade, which cons chiefly of — 
beaver skins, amount to 40,000 livres os 
profit and 100 crv.ces laden with these, — 
came yearly to this post. In 1660, — 
Radisson arrived at Montreal from 
the weit country accompanied by 300 
Indians and 60 fur-laden canoes, In 
the year 1788 the trade of the North 
West Company did rot exceed $200, 
000; »y 1799, or eleven years later, t 
annual trade amounted to 185,000 
pelts with a value of $600,000, Of 
those 106,000 were beaver. The same 
number of skins in kind and quality 
would be worth $2,000,000 at present — 
day prices. Between the year’1860-70 . 
the average amount of beaver brought 
out was 150,000 skins per year to. 
which must be added the numbers used — 
by the Indians which represented an 
equal number. 

For the years 1853 to 1877 the Hud. 
son’s Bay Company sold in the neigh- 
orhood of 3,000,000 skins in the Lon-_ 
don fur market, an average of 1 ;

Southwestern Ontario Can Grow Nuts. 


The Niagara Peninsula and the 
counties bordcring J ake Erie have a 
climate more favorable to production 
of the soft shell wamut than certain 
districts in Europe where nuts are 
grown to take care of the local mar- 
ket demand. There are large areas 
of deep, rich soil in the district north 
of Lake Erie east to the Niagara 
river and west to the Detroit river 
that will grow acceptable soft shell 
walnuts, and Japanese Heart Nuts. 
Why not keep the $5,000,000 at 
home? There is satisfaction in saving 
money, and there is more satisfaction 
in sittitig before the home fireplace 
on winter evenings cracking the fruit 
of our own labor. In about 100 On- 
tario rural homes this is being done 
now. The flickering wood fire is 
Pleasant, in itself, but a plentiful sup- 
ply of walnuts at hand, easy to crack 
and sweet to eat, will help one to 
enjoy life. 

, Thousands of rural homes can have 
walnuts, providing of course that the 
yhome is located in the Lake Erie 
counties, or in a district where the 
climate will permit the full arsine’ 
ment of the peach, 


The Walnut Tree Described. 


The walnut tree, when dorrnant, 
will stand heavy frosts in midwinter, 
but it will not stand late spring or 
early autumn frosts. Areas reason- 
ably free from frost during the period 
April 20th to October 10th alone 
should be considered. The soft ‘shell 
walnut grows to be a very large tree, 
is of the deep, tap-rooted type, hence 
the soil must be deep enough and rich 
enough to support a big tree. A good 
surface soil of clay loam or sandy 
loam that is underlain by a deep, 
porous, sandy sub-sofl in which the 
water'table is below fifteen feet, a 
soll that is rich, cool and moist, but 
not wet, will produce the finest speci-. 
mens of walnut trees. However, the 
‘range of soil types on which the wal- 
nut tree grow is quite large, since 
this tree is to be found growing on 
Bandy, gravelly and clay loams, and 
succeeding in proportion as these soll 
types furnish depth for root room, 
plant food and moisture. 


Use Hardy Grafted or Budded Stock. 


To be successful the walnut tree 
must be a vigorous grower, of a var- 
fety that blossoms moderately late, a 
self-pollinator, and it must yleld an 
abundant annual crop of desirable 
nuts. These factors are best obtained 
by planting hardy grafted or budded 
steek. The native black walnut has 
the hardy and vigorous characteris- 
ties, it is most desirable as a root 
system for a soft shell English wal- | 
nut. Get your start by growing seed- 
ling black walnuts up to a size suit- 
able to graft. Three-eighths of an 
inch in size does very well, then. whip 
graft a scion obtained from a hardy 
soft shell tree, making an entirely | 
new top. The black walnuts for seed- 
lings can be planted In the autumn 
or spring: If kept until spring lay 
away in cold, moist sand. Plant the 
seed with the pointed end up. two 
inches deep itn good garden soil 
Keep the soii well raked and free 
from weeds. The little trees will te 
large enough for crafting at the end 
of the second seasen, or when growth 
is starting the following apring. The 
grafting of the walnut offers more 
difficulties than apple grafting, re- 
quiring greater care. The following 
conditions are ersential to success; 


fully dormant wood for ecions, the 
cambiumi .of stcck and scion must be 
brought into exact contact, the work 


must be done as the leaf buds of the 
tree to be grafted on are enfolding, 
a condition that varies with indivt- 
dual trees. The cleft in the stock or 
amputation and the shaping of the 
scion should be such as to give a 
perfect fit. The exposed surface of 
the stock and ecion must be held and 
protected by tape and wax, the entire 
scion should be waxed over, the scion 
wood should be secured two or three 
weeks before required and kept in 
cold, moist sand. The scion wood 
should be firm and have a very small 
pith cavity. Both seedling and graft- 
ed trees usually bear at eight years. 
Best Varieties for Ontario. 


The Japanese Walnut or Heart Nut 
will stand lower temperature than 
the Soft Shell English Walnut. It, 
too, is of good quality and easy to 
crack. A tree planted twelve years 
ago at Scotiand, Ontarie, gave two 
bushels of free from the husk nuts 
last year. Some of the older Eng- 
lish soft shells in the Niagara Penin- 
sula have ylelded as high as twelve 
bushels of nuts in a single season. 
A few soft shell walnut trees will add 
value, beauty and usefulness to any 
farmetead,—L, Stevenson, Depart- 
ment of Extension, 0. A. C., Guelph. 


If a little four paste, say a pint to 
each pailful, is added to the white 
Wash used on the inside of the poul- 
try house it will stick better and look 
well longer, adding half an ounce of 
earbolic acid to each pailful will also 
hold insect enemies in check.

The carriage of considerable quanti- 
ties of gold by air really dates from 
1925, when the restoration of the Gold 
Standard resulted in the resuniption 
of big international gold movements, 
but smaller parcels of bulllon had 
been carried ever since-civil aviation 
began in 1919. 


Stowed Beneath the Seate 


Somethimes these gold shipments 
take the form of sovereigns — for 
there are still millions of English 
sovereigns held by banks 
part of the world—but more generally 
bar gold is used, These bars weigh 
400 oz. troy—that is, about 4% cwt-— 
and cost £1,770 each. For transit 
purposes they are packed three or 
four together, in small iron-bound 
chests. It takes, therefore, a good 
many chests to hold a million pounds’ 
worth, which sum weighs about eight 
tons,

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SUITS AND 


DISEASED TUBERS 
_ SHOULD BE REMOVED 
FROM POTATOES 
Experimental work performed by 
the Division of Botany of the Domin- 
jon Experimental Farms demon- 
strates that tubers from potato 
\plants affected with such deseases as 
ht and blackleg, as well as 
those witi*perticles of soil adhering 
to them, carry germs capable of 
producing destructive rots in the tub- 
ers themselves and in others which 
they come in contact with while in 
storage. The full significance of this 
;method of plant disease spread is un- 
ifortunately not always appreciated 
by the average grower until serious 
losses brought about in this way are 
experienced. When, however, such 
loases are realized, it immediately be- 
cemes apparent that one very iraport 
ant means of controlling this trouble 
is the removal of all diseased tubers, 
and infected soil before the potatoes 
are placed in the storage house. it is 
not always an easy matter to detect 
diseased tubers during picking oper- 
ations for particles of soil and other 
debris frequently mask the diseased 
parts. With the use of a good rack 
and the exercise of reasonable care, 
however, the avovage werher shoul! 
'be able t> rmove nearly all the unde 
sirable tubers ati considerable a- 
| mount of cont2minated soil frera the 
potatocs as they pass over the rack. 
All tubers showing evidence of dis- 
ease, such as water soaked areas, 
spots, soft and dry rot should be re- 
movéd because they almost invariab- 
ly decompose and rot other tubers 
coming in contact with them. Tub- 
ers showing severe mechanical injury 
frosting, large cracks or blemishes 
should also be removed because they 
are more susceptible to rotting than 
In addition, any 


drical appearance ‘with numerous 
shallow eyes and pointed at the seed 
;end should be discarded because such 
‘tubers are indicative of a serious run 
ining out. disease called spindle. tuber. 
‘This disease is carried over from sea~ 
son to season in the tuber and is cap 
able of rendering a strain of potatoes 
unproductive in two or three seasons. 
Owing to the very infectious nature 
of the virus causing the disease 
which is borne in the tubers it is ad- 
\yvisable to prevent these coming in 
contact with healthy potatoes in or- 
der to preclude spread of the disease 
in this way. These recommendations 
apply chiefly to the Maritime Pro- 
yinces and Quebec, but should also

SELECTING THE LAYERS 

To be able to select the best pullets 
for production purposes, it is import- 
ant to have the young chicks hatched 
at that time of the year which will 
allow them, under proper manage- 
ment, to make a steady, vigorous, un- 
iform growth, It has been found at 
Nappan that the April hatched chick 
ens are of more uniform quality by 
the middle of September than those of 
May.

It is remarkable that after the lapse 
of a century no one has been able to 
name the author with any degree of 
ertainty. It has been ascribed to at 
least half-adozen writers. 

The poem was first published in 
“Blackwood’s Magazine” in Septem- 
ber, 1829, included in No. 46 of the 
“Noctes Ambrosianae” series contri 
buted by “Christopher North” (Pro- 
fessor Wilson). The particular article 
was written not by the Professor, but, 
as it happened, by John Gibson Lock- 
hart, who described the verses as a 
translation just received from @ 
friend tn Upper Canada of a boat- 
man’s song in Gaelic which he had 
heard on the St. Lawrence. 

The, first suggestion that the poem 
had another origin was made in 1849, 
when in an article in Tait’s “Edin- 
burgh Magazine” on the prosal enough 
subject of “Employment or Emigra- 
tion,” the writer, Donald Campbell, at- 
tributed the authorship of the poem 
to the twelfth Earl of Eglinton, who 
had a high opinion of the loyalty and 
bravery o fthe Canadian Highlanders, 
and had left a “translation of one of 
their boat-songs among his papers, set 
to music by his own hand.” 

- The Rev. Dr. Norman Macleod, who, 
perhaps, did most to popularize the 
poem, although, like Robert Louls 
Stevenson in “The Silverado Squat- 
ters” and Mr. Joseph Chamberlain in 
his famous Inverness speech, he badly 
misquoted it, attributed the author- 
ship to Profesor Wilson. Authorship 
has also been attributed to John Gib-

The European Corn-Borer was the 
subject of an address by Mr. H. G. 
Crawford, B, 8S. A. of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa,

duced into this-country by shipments 
of broom-corn imported from Austria, 
and Italy in 1908-10. It was first seen 
in Ontario in Elgin County in 1920 
and has rapidly spread since that , 
time until the whole Corn Belt of 


Ontario is infected with it. Practically | 


the whole life of the Corn-Borer is 
spent in the corn staly. It may be 
eradicated by burning or ploughing 
under the stubble of one year before 
June 20th of the following year.

Home Sewing 

It seems to be a fact that home 
sewing has narrowed down to such 
garments as house dresse; ,ummer 
wash dresses, aprens and night ap 
parel. It would appear that the larg- 
er the community the less sewing its 
women residents do. In the large 
towns and cities women say they can 
buy ready-mades cheaper than it costs 
to make them. : 

White it might be thought that’ the 
logical reason for «» woman’s buying 
readymade garments was tbat she did 
not know how to sew ,this factor 
seems to have the least influence of 
any on the purchase of ready-to-wears. 
Except in the lowest income group, 
‘this reason is not often given. Many 
believe that they obtain better style 
and design in the ready-to-wear gar- 
ment than they cculd produce them- 
selves, and, still more buy ready-to- 
wears to save time and eéenerzy. 

Fitting oneself is frequently consld- 
ered difficult. Some women are more 
timid about working with silk and 
woo! than with cotton, because a mis- 
take is mcre costly ,so they make 
their cotton house dresses, but buy 
their afternoon and street frocks :of 
silk or wool ready-made. The pro- 
fessional tailoring and pressing of 
ready to-wears is an impcrtant ele- 
ment in their attraction, for the wo 
man sewing at home often thinks she 
lacks just the touch needed for a tall- 
ored finish. In smaller communities 
the lack of variety in yard goods and 
trimmings accounts for the purchase 
cf many ready-to-wears. In some im — 
stances women who do not sew bat 
who have always employed'a seam- 
stress report that good dressmakers 
can not be found and so they have 
turned to the ready-towears instead.
